
Fate of Rec. Centre Unknown 


If the Vulcan and District Re¬ 
creation Society is finally forced 
to a standstill in its effort to build 
a community recreation centre 
complex power of the vote wjll 
have been a strong contributing 
factor. 

At a public general meeting call¬ 
ed by the society Wednesday. Feb. 
16, 71 persons voted in favor of a 
motion to sell its assets (building 
materials, artificial ice plant and 
equipment of the previously pur¬ 
chased Calgary Meadowlark curl¬ 
ing rink) and attempt to raise 
funds to begin a fresh start in the 
future. 61 votes were against the 
motion. 

Passage of this motion was not 
V binding on the recreation group 
'but society president Pat Walker 
stated at the start of the meeting 
that the feeling of the donors and 
interested persons would influence 
the group in its present circum-

stances. 

The society can now' either sell 
the building — an offer has been 
made — or find reason to retain 
what it has and continue the pro¬ 
posed project. 

In review, the iecreatlon society, 
in May, 1964, purchased the curl¬ 
ing rink from Bill Wearmouth of 
Bill Wearmouth Holdings Ltd., 
Calgary for $30,000. The building's 
value in the city was placed at 
about $200,000. Almost $23,000 was 
raised towards payment of the 
building and operation of the 
society and in the end a bank 
loan of $7,683 and an indebtedness 
to the holding company of $1,654.29 
remained. The bank loan has since 
been reduced to $6,683. Although 
the by-law was defeated the Town 
of Vulcan has agreed conditionally 
to give $5,000 a year to the society 
towards completion of the project. 

A firm offer from Bill Wear¬ 
mouth to either buy back the 
building or erect It at Vulcan, 
sparked the call for the meeting. 
Mr. Wearmouth was in attendance 
and explained his position to the 
group. His offer was to build the 
structure as outlined by the group 


for approximately $127,000 or he 
offered to purchase It with terms 
that would give a 10 per cent pro¬ 
fit on the exchange. 

Four different sets of views 
came from the crowded floor oC 
the meeting to be considered 
by recreation representatives Pat 
Walker, Gordon Brown, Angelo 
Murphy, Boyd McKay and Virginia 
Mitchell. There were those who 
wanted to go ahead with the plan 
of the centre first while others 
wanted the artificial ice portion 
completed first. Still others want¬ 
ed artificial ice installed In the old 
arena and others wanted to sell 
the assets, bank the money and 
keep raising money towards future 
implementation of the present 
plans. 

From comments offered by lis¬ 
teners it appeared there was fairly 
unanimous agreement for the pro¬ 
ject but in view of the lack of 
funds and no apparent source from 
which the large amount needed 
might come and because of the of¬ 
fer to sell it. at. a profit, this al¬ 
ternative was chosen.

quire 8 gallons of 10-20-10 liquid 
fertilizer at a cost of $22.00 per 
acre. This amount of phosphate as 
50 pounds of 11-48-0 granular fer¬ 
tilizer would csot less than $3.00 
per acre. These figures are arrived 
at by using liquid fertilizer weigh¬ 
ing 15 pounds per gallon and cost¬ 
ing $2.75 per gallon and granular 
fertilizer at $120.00 per ton. 

The application of liquid ferti¬ 
lizer to cereal crops may present 
some problems. The required 
amounts of plant nutrients, for 
example 20 to 30 pounds of nitro¬ 
gen and 25 pounds of phosphate, 
cannot be applied as a seed treat¬ 
ment. Seed treatment with liquid 
fertilizer can supply only a few 
ounces of nutrients where many 
pounds are required. On the other 
hand, applying liquid fertilizer in 
the seed row can supply sufficient 
quantities provided adequate 
amounts of plant nutrients are 
added say up to 10 gallons per 
acre. The application of liquid 
fertilizer to the leaves of cereal 
crops is limited in that the requir¬ 
ed amounts cannot be supplied en¬ 
tirely as foliar spray. Tests in Al¬ 
berta have shown that liquid and 
granular fertilizers are equally as 
effective in raising crop yields 
when equal amounts of plant nu¬ 
trients are applied. However, it has 
not proven to be economical at 
current prices of liquid fertilizers. 

Fertilizers should always be pur¬ 
chased on the basis of their plant 
food content and not on the price 
per ton. Nutrients in the granular 
form in Alberta cost approxi¬ 
mately 11, 9 and 5 cents per pound 
for nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potassium respectively. The equiv¬ 
alent costs using liquid fertilizer 
at $2.75 per gallon for 10-20-10 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potas-

(Continued From Front Page) 
the difficulty experienced in rais¬ 
ing the original $23,000, the defeat 
of the plebiscite, inability of the 
group to clear its debts, much less 
consider the $127,000 offer. On the 
other side a spokesman called at¬ 
tention to the fact that the artifi¬ 
cial ice plant now owned by the 
group would have a value of 
$40,000 if it had to be purchased 
and installed new and that while 
the cost of going ahead with the 
building seemed high now, duplica¬ 
tion of this plan in future from 
the beginning could run to 
$250,000. Also it was argued, young 
people in cuds, scouts and the 
guide movement are in serious 
trouble through lack of accommo¬ 
dation and have presumably been 
holding up expansion plans of their 
own in hopes they might be able 
to make use of part of the centre. 

The problems of upkeep on the 
proposed centre, competition from 
other towns, use of the building 
and future of the town without 
something of this nature were all 
aired at the meeting. 

Following the vote, as the crowd 
filed from the hall, one man gave 
more than vocal support by be¬ 
coming a $100 donor to the re-
